Foundation establishes 
grievance procedures

With the campus embroiled 
in controversy centering 
around President James 
Bond's dismissal of auxiliary 
director Eugene Morris the 
Hornet Foundation board of 
directors voted, last week, to 
establish a grievance 
procedure for non - union em- 
ployees. 


“This due process as- 
surance must be established 
because of recent events on 
this campus and growing 
concern over the relationships 
of auxiliary employees to their 
board of directors,’’ said 
board member Gary Ar- 
chibald. ‘‘On this campus the 
associated students fired their 
business manager and now the 
CSUS Foundation Director 
Eugene Morris has been fired. 
There are five or six state 
campuses in the process of fir- 
ing business managers and 
directors of auxiliaries.”’ 


The proposed grievance 
procedure will be defined in 
detail at the March 18 board 
meeting. Under the plan non - 
union workers lacking union 
protection, will be assured of 
due process if ‘‘disciplined, 
discharged or otherwise 


penalized for any alleged 
malfeascence, negligence or 
other such acts.” 


Although two unions are 
available, the food service 
local 411 and the California 
State Employees Association 
most foundation empioyees do 
not belong to any union. Part - 
time workers, through the 
ranks to upper management 
levels, will soon be protected 
under the plan. 


Hornet Foundation Direc- 
tor Kari Lorentzen assures 
that employees with a 
grievance have not been 
denied a hearing with top 
management. ‘‘] believe in 
due process.”’ 


“As far as I'm concerned 
this plan will take authority 
away from me ... if the 
board is going to always hear 
this sort of thing, they might 
as well not have a foundation 
director,”’ said Lorentzen. 
“It's a question of their res- 
ponsibility versus mine." 


When the proposal was first 
brought up at the meeting, 
Lorentzen said, “I can’t live 
with this.’’ Later he said, ‘I’m 
not sure this should have come 


Vice chancellor Keene 
intends to retire 


LOS ANGELES — Califor- 
nia State University and 
Colleges Chancellor Glenn S. 
Dumke announced last 

Wednesday that C. Mansel 
Keene, vice chancellor for 
faculty and staff affairs, 
intends to retire on April 30. 

Keene, 64, has served in the 
chancellor’s office since its es- 
tablishment in 1961. 

In announcing his decision, 
Keene said: ‘I have had 15 
very active and full years 
helping in the administration 
of one of the largest and best 
systems of higher education in 
the nation.”’ 

Keene hopes to devote his 
time to his family, traveling, 
and writing. 

At the advice of his doctor, 
he will also undergo 
previously postponed eye 
operations. 


‘I must accept his decision, 
but do so with deep regret,”’ 
Dumke stated. 


Dumke said immediate 


steps would be taken to name 
Keene’s successor. 
“To that end,’’ he said, ‘‘I 
«Plan to consult broadly with 
trustees, presidents, faculty 


and staff prior to making my 
recommendations to the, 
board of trustees.”’ 

A repiacement for Keene 
will be recommended to the 
board of trustees for final con- 
sideration at an early date. 

Keene joined the 
chancellor's staff in 1961 as 
personnel officer. During the 
following year he was named 
dean of faculty and staff af- 
fairs, and later assistant 
chancellor. He was given the 
title of vice chancellor for 
faculty and staff affairs in 
March 1972. 





up in my board.” 

However, Archibald said, 
‘Too many employees serve 
at the whim of the board and 
management, the rights of the 
employee are in question. I 
have student assistant friends 
in the foundation who have 
asked me what their rights 
are. It’s time to answer the 
questions and get to the 
problem. ”’ 


The grievance procedure 
action is the first from a 
special board committee es- 
tablished at the end of last 
semester to investigate the 
Hornet Foundation. The com- 
mittee was charged with 
studying illegal campus food 
service losses, employee 
morale and management 
relationships, and the decision 
- making process involving the 
board, foundation 
management and the CSUS 
administration. 


“The Hornet Foundation is 
in a state of flux and change 
with food service units closing 
and machines replacing 
people. We must remain 
aware of the moral human 
element of the foundation,”’ 
said board committee 
member Ali Raza. 


The special committee will 
continue its study, presenting 
recommendations to the 
board.

Morris gave access 
to foundation records 


Eugene Morris, former ex- 
ecutive director of the CSUS 
Foundation, said Tuesday that 
he previously made available 
almost 800 pages of foundation 
records to the State 
Department of Finance, some 
parts to Chancellor Gienn 
Dumke's office and others to 
trustees’ auditor Fred Dalton. 

According to Morris, who 
was fired March 3 as ex- 
ecutive director, CSUS 
President James Bond said in 
a press release Tuesday that

Spokesman Duane Campbell 
announced the official 
agreement Friday afternoon. 


Campbell officially 
represents only the UFW; he 
speaks for MECHA unof- 
ficially. 

The Hornet staff had 
previously voted to keep the 
ads in the paper after both 
MECHA and UF W voiced op- 
position to them earlier. The 
groups threatened to take ac- 
tion against the Hornet if the 
ads were not removed.

‘Morris refused to make the 
documents available.’ 

‘That is undoubtedly an er- 
ror,’ Morris said. ‘I don't 
know where he got that idea.” 

In the same _ unsigned 
statement released March 9, 
Bond wrote, ‘‘ Morris was ter- 
minated from his position by 
the Board of Governors, not by 
the president, as is often 
alleged.” 

Morris commented, “‘If my 
termination was decided from 
all the information that the 
board had, then how did they 
have pre-typed, pre-rep- 
roduced copies of my ter- 
mination announcement at the 
March 3 Board meeting?” 

Morris said that CSUS con- 
troller Joseph Surra told him 
his final pay check wouid be 
withheld unless he signed a 
statement, under penalty of 
perjury. saying he had no 
foundation ‘‘files, tapes, 
documents or copies therecf."’ 

“When I turned in my 
documents, { submitted copies 
to every board member,” 
Morris said. 

“Since that time I have ar- 
ranged from a board member 
to have a copy returned to me. 
{i have a copy of aii the 
documents.”

Weak stance by 
faculty is deplored

Last Wednesday afternoon 
former CSUS Foundation Ex- 
ecutive Director Eugene Mor- 
ris found out just how lonely 
the battle against an over- 
powering administration can 
be. 

After being fired by the 
foundation's board of gover- 
nors a week before, Morris 
had been asked to attend a 
faculty convocation to discuss 
possible action protesting 
faculty might take in his case. 

But the several observers 
present were disappointed. 


Instead of 250 faculty 
members’ willing to take 
radical action, the assem- 


blage endorsed a ‘Faculty 
Decla,ation of Intent.”’ 

We deplore this seemingly 
weak stance by CSUS faculty 
on such an important issue. 

The assemblage reminded 
us more of a gaggle of 
gibberish chickens squawking 
in different directions rather 


than a unified group 
concerned with Morris’ 
Situation.

Radio Station KGMS 1380 
AM in Sacramento is bringing 
back the best of old time radio 
mysteries to the air week 
nights. 

From 7 to 7:30 p.m., 
listeners will be treated to the 
adventures of ‘‘The Shadow’, 
“The Green Hornet,’’ and the 
‘Best of Sherlock Holmes.” 

“The Green Hornet,”’ 
which will air on Monday and 
Thursday evenings, was first 
broadcast over Mutual in.d938. 
Both the ‘‘Green Hornet”’ and 
the “Lone Ranger’ were 
created by Fran Striker and 
George W. Trendle. Although 


the ‘‘Green Hornet”’ helped tc 
bring criminals to justice, the 
police were constantly trying 
to capture him. They never 
did. 

“The Shadow’’ made its 
network debut in 1936 and con- 
tinued until 1954. It will air on 
KGMS on Tuesday and Friday 
nights. As with the ‘‘Green 
Hornet,’ there will be 
different episodes of the 
“Shadow” each night. 

During the more than 12 
years that ‘‘The Shadow” vas 
on network radio, there were 
four actors who appeared in 
the leading role. First came 


Arthur Vinton, then Orson 
Welles, Bill Johnstone, and 
finally, Bret Morrison. Two 
regulars of the early cast who 
went on to considerable fame 
were Everett Sloan and Agnes 
Morehead. 


The numerous stories of 
Sherlock Holmes have been 
around for many years and in 
different versions — from 
books to radio to television and 
the movies as well. The show 
stars Sir John Gielgud and Sir 
Ralph Richardson.

Gallo has been caught in a jurisdictional dispute between the United Farm Workers Union and the 
Teamsters Union since 1973. The Gallo farm workers have been unionized since 1967. Gallo Winery 
workers have been unionized for more than 30 years. 


On September 10, 1975 the California Agricultural Labor Relations Board held a secret ballot election 
for Gallo farm workers to determine which union they wanted to represent them. The count was 223 
votes for the Teamsters, 131 for the U.F.W. and 195 challenged ballots. The Agricultural Labor 
Relations Board is in the process of attempting to determine which challenged ballots should be 
counted. 
No amount of pressure on Gallo from well - meaning but misguided U.F.W. supporters can influence the 
results of an election which has already been held.
